They should, then, 
watuh with jealous eyes that power in this 
country which will, if possible, prevent it from 
throwing ils influence on tho aide of liberty in 
Europe. They should remember that liberty 
and slavery are conflicting elements, nnd that 
where either acquires the ascendancy, it works 
for the destruction of the other. So that, if 
they permit themselves, by party appliances 
or otherwise, to bu drawn into.the support of 
measures, which will increase the gigantic in- 
fluence that thu South already has in our gov- 
ernment,—then they may bid farewell to all 
hopo that ils voice will ever be heard, or its 
arm stretched out, to nssiit their oppressed 
countrymen in tho Old World. The love of 
justice and liberty alone, even though none 
were concerned but the poor slaves in this 
country, »hould induce them lo oppose that 
cruel despotism, that consigns thu black man 
to a doom so wretched. But when the same 
power that binds thu chain on him, lifts up its 
brazen and infernal head, and assumes the 
control of u great Republic, nnd endeavors 
not only to pervort 'it into a tyrant and op- 
pressor of its own citizens, but to to place it 
as n stumbling-block to tho nations of the 
earth, then till its citizens, and especially its 
adopted citizens, are called upon with'a double 
force, to resist that power, and to labor for its 
overthrow.
